Lord H. Ohurchill h&n issued t lie fol- 
lowing address to the electors of South 
Paddington: - 

Gentlemen, — A "people'!? dissolution" 
has come upon us. Such is tho title 
given by Mr. (Mudrtuie to the niont 
wanton political convulsion which lias, 
in our times, atlhctid our country. Tlio 
caprice of an individual is elevated to 
tli e dignity of an aot of the people by 
tint IiouiuIiVbs egotism of the Prime 
Miiiiater. The United Kingdom is to 
be disunited for the purpose of securing 
in office, if only for a little while, by 
the aid of a disloyal faction subsisting 
on foreign gold, a Government forsaken 
by all who could confer upon it charac- 
ter or reputation. 

Mr, Gladstone has reserved for his 
closing days a conspiracy against the 
honor of Britain and the welfare of 
Ireland more startlingly base and nefar- 
ious than any of those other numerous 
designs and plots which, during tho 
last quarter of a century, haves occupi- 
ed his imagination.

ENGLAND. 

LosnoN, July l.'l. — Negotiations between 
Lords Hartingtou and Salisbury are in pro- 
gress. It is reported that Lord Hartingtou 
has pledged himself to support Lord Salis- 
bury's local government bill and reject all 
approaches of Mr. Gladstone to remain in 
ofllce. The first move of the unionists will 
be a vote of want of confidence. 

In foreshadowing the conservative policy 
Sir M. Hieks-Beacb said that the first meas- 
ure would bo to suppress the Irish niitioual 
league and to suspend the Irish obstruc- 
tionists. 

Mr. Gladstone bus written a letter to Dr. 
\V. li. Foster, in which he says he considers 
thu Duke of Westminster's opposition to 
Dr. Foster's candidacy for parliament in 
Chester a fresh blow struck at the aristoc- 
racy. 

Michael McCarlan, Parnelhte, has been 
elected to parliament foi South Down; he 
received 1,7815 votes, while Corbetl, lory 
candidate, obtained 3.S1G, a total vote of 388 
less than was polled at last election. B. C. 
Mallory, Parnollite, has been returned for 
Birr division of Kiug's county by a vote of 
3,27G, again 1 1 "V-aiued by Captain Ber- 
nard, cons^ .aino. The same candidate 
contested the district at last election, when 
the homo rulers polled 132 more votes, and 
the conservatives 19 more. The tories in 
to-day's election gained South Dorchester, 
where Lieut. -Col. G. Hambro defeated H. 
P, Sturgis, Oladstonite, and Leek, unionist, 
of Stali'ordrthiro, whore H. P. Deaveiiport, 
conservative, defeated (1. Urompsou, iilad- 
stouiau. Sir M. Wilson, Gladatouiun can- 
didate for Kemptou, Yorkshire, baa beon 
defeated by Walter Morrison, unionist. 
This is a unionist gain. 

The Times, referring to Russia's action 
in closing the port of Batoum, says: Eng- 
land must rely on ber own strength, and 
no longer put faith in Russia's engage- 
ments. 

The shooting contest at Wimbledon was 
opened to-day. The weather was windy 
and rainy; the Canadian and other colonial 
marksmen fared badly, but they are expect- 
ed to improve when they become accus- 
tomed to the ranges and condition of the 
atmosphere. The prizes aggregate £12,000 
sterling. 

AUSTRALIA. 
Dispatcher) Irom Sydney, New South 
Wales, say that the house of assembly, 
after a stormy debate which lasted 56 hours, 
passed the tariff bill. During the debate 
thb strangers' galleries were kept cleared. 
Members of the opposition, headed by Sir 
Henry Parks, refused to sit on Sunday and 
loft the house. After their departure the 
bill was adopted without a negative vote.

GOING INTO DEBT. 

There is a clans of men who abhor go- 
ing into debt. However much the country 
may Btand in neod of a little judicious ex- 
penditure, this class is always found in 
the opposition whenever it is proposed to 
borrow money If men whose minds are 
■ o constituted had obtained the political 
ascondanoy at Ottawa whore would have 
been the Canadian Pacific and tho island 
railways, the Eaquimalt drydock, tho en- 
larged canals, and the many other great 
public improvements that have been un- 
dertaken by Canada within the past tif- 
teen years ( In the realms of fancy. They 
would have been dreams instead of reali- 
ties. Shadows without a Bubstance. Few 
buBinosses, no mattor how prosperous, 
■will always "carry themselves" —that is, 
there are times when the best conducted 
firtna aro compelled to borrow on a strin- 
gent money markot. Now, if borrowing 
be done with the object of squandering 
tho principlo ia bad and if persisted in 
cannot fail to result in disaster. Hut if the 
purpose is good — if it is intended to fos- 
ter or subsidize enterprises and works of 
an enduring and productive character, 
then borrowing becomes meritorious and 
governments as well us private individuals 
ure justified in using their credit to a lim- 
ited extent. "It ia not (as Hon. Mr. 
White remarked ou Monday ovoning), so 
much the amount of tho debt as how the 
money has been applied." At 
thii writing Victoria ia greatly 
in need of a better water supply 
and a system of drainugo. These wants 
can never bo supplied by a draft on the 
ordinary city revenue. They can only be 
secured through a wise and judicious ex 
eroise of the borrowing powers of the 
city. The credit of the municipality is 
lirst- class. It should bo able to raise all 
the money required ut from four to five 
per cent. There aro few corporations in 
Canada whose credit stands higher than 
this; and should it once become ad- 
vertised abroad that money is wanted for 
purposes that will prove important fac - 
tors in making this town the most en- 
joyable place of residence on the Pacific 
Coast, its oredit will be raised rather 
than (as has been intimated) depressed. 
On this point we cannot refrain from 
quoting again from Mr. White's admir- 
able Bpeeoh. His words meet the objec- 
tions of the pessimists alid disprove them 
thoroughly. After .referring to tho past 
experience on public works in the Dom- 
inion, Mr. White continued — 

"We have thus been increasing the 
public debt and expenditure, being a par- 
ty of progress, but while that has been 
going on in the groat money centres of 
the world we find that tho credit of the 
country has improved; that wheroBs in 
1878 the rate of interest paid was 4 05, 
the average now is 3.80 [Cheers.] Tho 
very expenditure of which some people 
complain, — the very increase which some 
say has been unwise, has so tended to 
develop the country that it has enhanced 
our credit in the eyes of those who lend 
money and who naturally are very care- 
ful as to the security offered them. But 
debt in itself is not after all a bad thing 
— speaking of nations. If it were so, in 
what a misorable condition would our 
fellow-colonists in Australia be in to-day, 
where the average debt per capita is no 
less than 8175, in New Zealand §285, in 
South Australia §145, while in Canada 
the net debt per capita in $43. [Cheers,) 
So that wo have no reasonable grounds 
for alarm." 

As it is more than likely that the mayor 
and councillors of this fair city will soon 
present to the ratepayers a scheme for 
borrowing a large sum of money for 
drainage and water extension purposes, 
it is earnestly to be hoped that the good 
seed sown by the minister of tho interior 
has not fallen on barren ground. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Forecast of British Politics. 

New .York, July 11. — .lames 
O'lvelly cables to the Herald from 
London: The tories are now in the 
position they intrigued with the Irish 
party at the lust election to secure. By 
alliance with gParnell, Churchill and 
Salisbury could uow control tho des- 
tinies of the British Empire for seven 
years, as two really solid parliamentary 
parties. The tories and Parnellites 
have a working mojoiity of forty-two 
over both whigsand radicals. Sixteen 
Parnellito seats remain to be filled up, 
while the tories are still increasing 
their majority. The combined Irish 
and tory parties will probably have a 
majority of six over both sections of 
the liberal party. On tho other hand, 
the liberal unionists and tories only 
agreed on defeating Gladstone's pro- 
posal. They are certain to break up on 
a side issue, while against the combin- 
ed liberal and Irish vote the lories 
will be impotent. Therefore their only 
hope for a long lease of power rests on 
conciliating the Irish people and es- 
tablishing an alliance with the Parnell- 
iteB. This will not take place immedi- 
ately. That would ho too shameless. 
But probably beforo nix months Lord 
Salisbury will bring in a homo rule 
measure calculated to secure the Irish 
members' support. 

A DiSTntssiNo Incident. — Mrs. 
Jones, a wealthy lad)- of London, Eng- 
land, who established the Brat normal 
school on this continent ut Oswego, 
was recently invitod to be present at 
thii twenty-fifth anniversary of that 
event on July 7tb. Mrs. Jones sailed 
from England for this purpose, but 
was taken violently insane in mid-ocean 
and was with difficulty restrained from 
jumping over-hoard, On arriving at 
New York, Dr. Sheldon, principal of 
tho Oswego school, wont on ship board 
to meot her, and was greeted by Mrs. 
Jones as a "white haired old sinner." 
Force had to ho usod to remove lier 
from tke steamship. 

Miss P. Dickinson having received 
her diploma from the California Kinder- 
garten Training School of San Francisco, 
■will shortly open a hcIiooI under that sys- 
tem in this city. Further particulars in

THE ELECTION AT FAKW E LL 



Baker Believed to be Ahead- 
Two Prisoners Vote. 

(Correspondence of Tho Colonlit). 

Fahwkll, July 11. 
The election hero wont off very quietly 
to-day, and a fair vote, 70, was polled. 
The result is behoved to bo crushing to 
the opposition, as Baker undoubtedly has 
a majority. Mr. Brown, the opposition 
candidate, is personally popular in Far- 
well, and his "calling and election" in his 
own town was considered by himself and 
his friends to be so sure that he went over 
to Donald and remained there. His 
agents, nevertheless, worked with undi- 
minished vigour in Farwell, but to their 
surprise, on polling day, his local claims 
and Eocial popularity eould not mitigate 
the burden of his avowed connection with 
the discredited opposition. The inde- 
pendent and intelligent constituency, 
many of them new to hritiah Columbian 
politics, rapidly grasped the faots of the 
situation, and, trooping to tho polling 
place, gave Baker a majority in a place 
whero his utmost hopo scarcely outreach- 
I ed a "baker's" dozen. Tho opposition 
j polled every man they could catch or 
j cajole, including two "drunks" in prison, 
I but bjfore noon got to the end of thoir 
tother, and thoir local leaders spent the 
afternoon in aimless wandering with 
elongating visages. A worthy packer 
! abandoned his loaded train on tho Big 
j Bend trail and rode back to vote for 
: Brown — all to no purpose. The tight was 
1 a fair one on a now field, and musl be re- 
: garded as a strong verdict for the govern- 
i ment. Everything was fairly and impar- 
, tially conducted. Tho only persons 
! who, in tho course of business, 
! have receiveil government money since 
i the spring, proved to be the loud- 
est supporters of tho opposition. 
I Mr. John Kirkup made an admirable 
deputy returning officer. He will take 
the ballot boxes to the returning officer 
at Donald to-morrow, and we shall soon 
learn the result of the general count. It 
if not supposed that tho opposition could 
develop any strength outside of Parwoll 
and Big Bend, and their total defoat hero 
makes us expect the triumphant return 
of Colonel Baker for tho district, The 
only electoral incident worth noting is 
the voting of two prisoners. Noithor 
party objected to them at the polls, and 
the question therefore is theoretical. 
Both were qualified voters bofore their 
incarceration, and were drunkards de- 
tained in prison in default of paying tines. 
Not being disqualified by any law in tho 
provinco, their claim to vote could not bo 
rejected. Had tho polling place been 
distant, the jailor might have pleaded, in 
bar of their repairing thither, that their 
safe custody would be endangered, but at 
this place the polling place was in the 
court, and tho prison cells are under the 
same roof. The deputy returning officor 
could not do otherwise than receive theso 
votes under section 08 of tho "Elections 
Regulation Act." It ia behaved that both 
votes were cast for tho opposition, but 
Culonel Baker's agent did not object to 
them. Fake thbr-wbli.. 

Fraser Kiver Mail Service. 

To rim Editor: — In the latter part of a 
drivelling article on tho mail servico the 
Columbian, in its issue of tho 10th mst. , 
suggests the oarrying of the mails from 
Victoria to New Westminster via Van- 
couver, and the employment of a steamer 
to carry the mails of sufficient accommo- 
dation to servo the trade, between Lad- 
ner's and New Westminster (a vtry small 
s'eamer would do for that). It is with 
Victoria we noed |diroct communication. 
Tho writer of the Columbian article can- 
not be aware that over Jive thousand tons 
of agricultural produce were shipped from 
hero last year, of which at least nine- 
tenths went to Vancouver Island; and of 
the remaindc r not more than 100 tons to 
New Westminster. Bi sides the agricul- 
tural produce the canneries below New 
Westminster will ship out at least seirn 
tlunt.sand tons by Victoria steamers and 
have received all their supplies from Vic- 
toria, ond direct communication between 
Victoria by a subsidized mail service is 
absolutely necessary for the welfare of the 
canning interest, of which this place is 
the centre, and for the further develop- 
ment of our agricultural industry. The 
settlers here are aware that a subsidy suf- 
ficient to pay a line of steamers to run 
between Victoria and New Westminster 
carrying the mail emit/, without this lower 
river freight, cannot be expected from tho 
Dominion government, and aro content 
to take the mail service as it is. What u 
ridiculous idea it is to suggest that when 
our canneries noed supplies t hair orders 
should go via New Westminster to Van- 
couver aud then to Victoria, and the sup- 
plies be three or four days on the way. 
The Columbian must be interested in 
Vancouver to even suggest bucIi a thing. 
Without a direct service between here 
and Victoria our canneries could not got 
their supplies, as thoy are obtainable i>nly 
in Victoria. Delta.

ENGLAND. 
Lo.s'iion, July 13. — Tho tories have von 
the southwest division of Essex and tho 
Torquay division of Devonshire, electing iu 
tho former district Col. Making, conserva- 
tive, over C. K. Parker Rhodes, unionist, 
and Albert Spioer, Gladstoniau. In Tor- 
quay 11. Mallock defeated Lewis Molvor. 
unionist. 

London, July 13.— Polling in New- 
market division of Cambridgeshire has to 
bo postponed to-day in consequence of 
rioting. Several policemen wore hurt 
during the disturbance. 

Purnoll has written a letter in which 
he says the statement of Lord Hartington 
that the Irish party and the national 
league are in union with American 
Fenians is untrue. 1 know nothing what- 
ever of any Fenian organization in Ire- 
land or England beyond what 1 have 
learned from the newspapers. 1 have 
never had any communication with the 
leaders of such an organization or ac- 
cepted any alliance with them. 1 do not 
even know who the leaders are. No 
union of tho national league and Fenians 
has ever boon proposod. If such pro- 
posal had ever boon made I should never 
have consented. 1 have always success- 
fully endeavored to keep the national 
league within the strictest bounds of 
legality. In spite of the unblushing 
falsehoods which have partially and tem- 
porarily frustrated tho moderate aspira- 
tions of Ireland the Irish people will con- 
tinuu to maintain a peaceable and legal 
aspect, declining to afford any protest to 
Lord Hartington or his tnry allies to 
resort to the brutalities of coercion. 

Lord Hartington has arrived in Lon- 
don. Lord Salisbury will return hore 
Friday, and will confer with Lord Hart- 
ington and other unionists on Monday. 
An arrangement has been arrived at by 
which Lord Salisbury will accept Lord 
Hartington 'a homo rule policy, which in- 
volves tho maintenance of tho full powers 
of the imperial parliament. By it the 
powers conferred on local councils in Ire- 
land are delegated, not surrendered, by 
parliament, which body reserves the right 
to control aud revise the actions of the 
counoils. Tho appointment of judges and 
local administration are centred in tho im- 
perial authorities. Lord Hartington w 
reluctant to join tho conservative ministry, 
although he haB pledged himself to support 
the coercion and general policy of the con- 
servatives. 

In Gladstoniau circles confidence is ex- 
pressed that the premier will resign. Glad- 
stone will hold .a conference with his 
colleagues on Saturday. The Parnellites 
say they will never accept Lerd Hartington *b 
scheme, aud will light ond wait until they 
have secured the passage of the full Glail- 
Btonian measures. 

Tho totals at midnight of elections are: 
Conservatives and unionists, 3tJ5; Ulad- 
stouiims, 241. 

At tho regular fortnightly meeting of the 
national league to-day the treasurer an- 
nounced thut tho donations received from 
tho United States for the parliamentary 
fund within the pust two weeks amounted 
to £8,000. Mr. T. M. JJealy, in an address 
to tho meeting, said that although Irishmen 
were disappointed at tho result 
of the elections they uhoulil not 
be despondent. The defeat, ho suid, 
was a temporary one. A million electors 
had written home rulu on their polling 
papers as against tho unholy existing 
triple alliance. A coalition goveruniout 
Mr. llealy contended could not last throe 
months. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beechor will preach 
next Sunday in Westminster chapel. 

(JEKMANY. 
Bkiilin, July 13. — Princess Pauline of 
Reuse, Duchess of Wnrtembnrg, is dead. 

FRANCE. 

Paiiis, July 13. — The entire French cabi- 
net bus agreed to the decree expelling the 
Due D'Aumale from Prance. 

President Grevy bus signed a decree for 
tho expulsion of the Duo D'Aumale from 
France. If the One DeChartrea should 
imitate Due D'Aumale in litigation of the 
question of the republic's right to expel 
him the chamber of deputies will take 
action looking toward tho confiscation of nil 
property iu France belonging to the Orleans 
family. 

Paris, July 13 — The decision to «x- 
pol the Due D'Aumale was announced 
in tho Chamber of Deputies by M. Gob- 
ilet, minister at public instruction. M. 
Jolan said the government action was ap- 
proved by tho country and restored con- 
fidence in tho ministry. The Chamber of 
Deputies has rejected tho navigation 
treaty with Italy. 

IRELAND. 

Belfast, July 18. — Serious rioting 
broke out this evening between Catholics 
and Protestants. Many stones wore 
thrown and rovolvers wore frooly used. 
The military wore called out to restore 
order. Many persona were injured and 
sent to the hospitals. 

Dublin, July 13 — An Ornngo lodge in 
Ooalistan, u small villugo in the county 
Tyrone, four miles from Dungannon, was 
attacked lust night by a number of men 
belonging, to tho national league. The 
attacking party wero armed with rillcs 
and kept up a fire for two hours on the 
lodgo, tho police boing powerless to inter- 
fere. Armed moonlighters last night at- 
tacked and took possession of two housos 
in Fremont and Kcnturk, (Jork county. 
Then they entered and sevorely Wittl the 
inmates. 



U1STITED STATES. 



BobI'ON, July 13. — The lockout in the 
tannery ond currying shops at Peabody 
and Salem was fully inaugurated this 
morning in accordance with tho vote of 
tho Knights of Labor, Five hundred men 
aro now idle. 

S.in Francisco, Oal„ July 13. — John J. 
Whalen, (son of John Whalen who, during 
a quarrel with his son Timothy some 
months ago was killed by the latter,) was 
found dead this morning iu a doorway on 
Dupout street near Suitor. Death is be- 
lieved to bo the result of excessive cigarette 
smoking, 



Eastern Canada rtlail. 

(Per Canadian Pruritic Railway.) 

Richard Jones, ex-auditor of tho Credit 
Valley Railroad Company of Canada, 
committed suicide at the Austin House, 
Chicago, Saturday morning, with mor- 
phine while suffering from mental de- 
pression over his gradual downfall In 
lifo. One time he was rich and influen- 
tial, but reverses came, and of late ho 
has been glad to get work as an in- 
surance canvasser. 

A Oobourg telegram says: Last Tues- 
day two young hoys named Ewart and 
Frank Lowe, aged 17 and 14 respective- 
ly, left home in a canvas boat with a 
largo sail, with tho intontion of sailing to 
Brighton, a distance of 30 miles, to visit 
some friends. Mrs. Lowe became 
anxious about not hearing of their ar- 
rival, and on Saturday telegraphed to 
Brighton and received word that they had 
not yet arrived. The shore was searched 
and their boat found two miles east up- 
sot and containing a few of their things . 
The mast and sail woro found not far 
from the boat. Grave fears are enter- 
tained that tho boys aro lost . 

Qokbec, July 8,— The old manor honHo 
at KaSBOuraski, formerly the property of the 
Tache family has been destroyed by tiro. 
The building is supposed to have been two 
hundred years old, 

Oshawa, July 8. -Nina Pauton, a young 
huly formerly n school teacher here, left 
home yesterday and either fell ur throw her- 
self into the mill race. When the body was 
found some time after lifo was extinct. 

Supt. Sherwood received a dispatch stat- 
ing that Inspector O'Leary, who was sent 
from Ottawa, had arrested Brown, holel- 
keoper at Trenton, on a charge of counter- 
feiting. The prisoner was the last of a 
gang who hud been counterfeiting in On - 
tnrio all winter. 

A Qlencoe, Out., dispatch says: Early 
this morning a farmer uained Emanuel 
Margison, aged about 35, living on lot 12, 
concession 5, Moss, committed suicide by 
hanging himself in his barn, lie and tin. 
family have boi :n sick for some weeks pust 
with diphtheria, and it is presumed that his 
mind had become deranged. Be leaves a 
wife aud young family. 

Donald McCuaig, a Toronto produce 
and grain dealer, disappeared on Monday 
uight, leaving a wife and three childreu 
and many creditors. Ho loft a note say- 
ing he intended to commit suicide. 

Sr. Thomas, July 8.— The deadlock in 
tho city council over the proposod central 
market by-law, reached the climax by the 
motion for the first reading of tho by law 
being carried by the mayor's casting vote. 
The six west end aldermen resigned in a 
body und left the chamber. 

London, July 8.— Henry Thurlow, a 
farmer of Missouri, has been nrrestod, 
charged with wife murder. Mrs. Thurlow 
was found on tho 1st July, suspended to u 
beam in her husband's barn. Tho cor- 
oner's jury returned a verdict of suicide, 
but it ia in>w believed tho woman was 
murdered by Thurlow, assisted by n 
woman who formerly lived in his house. 

UojrntKAL, July 8. — The allegations made 
by a trade journal that four thousand dol- 
lars was paid by a mercantile firm to cabi- 
net ministers and members of parliament to 
get Borious charges made by the customs 
hushed up has been entirely disproved. 
The firm referred to was MoLachlan Bros., 
and the money was piiid to Donald Mac- 
master, IJ. C, the firm's lawyer, so that ho 
could retain other eminent counsel with 
himself for the defence. 

Six hundred British emigrants arrived 
hero this week en route to the west and 
northwest. Among them wero 34 young 
girls who will become domestic servants. 

Sailing Butter. 

About, the salting of butter without 
working a corresponded writes that he 
does it in the churn. Ileuses a "square- 
oblong" churn. Alter washing— one 
washing being in brine with "a hand- 
ful or two" of salt thrown in, he lets 
the butter drain. Then as it is evenly 
spread over the bottom of the churn, 
he sprinkles over it nearly half the 
salt required, an ounce to the pound, 
made tine by rolling or otherwise, if 
not already so. Next he unhooks tho 
churn gives it a quick flop lo throw- 
It on the side next in him. Nearly all 
the salt is then sprinkled on, when 
another Hop of the churn the other 
way will take the butter out of the 
corners not before reached. The bal 
au.ee of the salt is now sprinkled on. 
none of th" granules being BinashoJ by 
dipping out, and ho finds it secures 
very even .salting. The churn is now 
slowly revolved until the butter is 
gathered into h solid mass. Aftor this 
it is taken out and allowed to stand 
and drain for an hour or more, when it 
is slightly worked and ready to pack. 
Lf the buttermilk is well washed out 
and the butter well drained before the 
salt is sprinkled on, the butter will be 
ready to puck directly from tho churn, 
without taking out and draining and 
working.—?'. P. ('urns, in New York 
Rural.

OAK FIELD'S ASSASSINATION. 

Letters Implkuti^o Prominent Poli- 
ticians in the Plot. 

I? NEW York, J uly 8,— Special to the 
Herald from Long Branch says: Tho 
lato ex District Attorney Oorkhill of 
Washington at the time of Lib death 
wus preparing a narrative for publica- 
tion on the shooting of President Gar- 
field by Guiteuu, which contained new 
aud startling evidence to the effect 
that the murder was the result of a 
deeply-laid, diabolical plot, in which 
many persons were concerned. Oork- 
hill received letters from Guiteau's 
wife which implicated two prominent 
politicians in the plot. She claims to 
be able to show by legul evidence that 
appointments and long talks regarding 
the removal of Garfield were "held over 
luncheons ond in a certain basement 
restaurant in Washington. Corkhill 
wus a believer in the existence of a 
calmly developed conspiracy, whose 
plot covered even the flight of the as- 
sassin to Europe, He said he knew the 
vessel's name iu which a stateroom was 
taken for Guibeau and the identity of 
the persons who were to assist him in 
his flight. Tho i'hips, the names of the 
men and the steamer were at his 
lingers' end. It was the most horrible, 
crushing array of allegations, correct 
or incorrect, ever heard.

ACCIDENT TO A C. B». R. CAT-

A Fireiuuii Injured, mid 75 
Cattle Killed. 

(exclusive to The Coloniat ) 
Nkw Wkstminstkk, July 13.— The cat- 
tle train running west was ditched at ten 
o'clock last night at tho point where the 
New Westminster branch leaves the main 
lino. The train consisted of an engine 
and eight cattle cars and a caboose. Four 
of the oattle cars were completely wreck- 
ed, — two others getting off tho track. 
About seventy live cattle were killed ou',- 
right, maimed or escaped to the woods. 
Thoy made a terrible bellowing. All 
hands jumped for their lives; fireman 
Backhus being the onlj-one injured, he 
receiving a severe scalding on one arm 
from having been thrown on top of the 
boiler. The accident was caused by the 
switch to tho branch line being loft open, 
but whuthor from accidont or deaign ia 
not known.

At the usual stage of the evening's pro- 
ceedings tho chairman i'obb and in a lew 
patriotic expressions proposed the toast 
of

Tho next toast was tho "Prince of 
Wales and Royal Family," which was 
drank with enthusiasm. Music: "God 
liless the Prince of Wales." 

Toast, "Governor General of Canada," 
proposed by Senator Macdonald. 

Toast, '"President of the Linked 
States," proposed by Ooun. Grant. 
Music: "Star Spangled Banner." 

Col. Stevens, C.S consul, in respond- 
ing thanked the citizens heartily lor the 
toast, alluding to tho momentous event 
that had lately taken place in the domes- 
tic life of President Cleveland, whoso 
example had proved catching in his 
cabinet. Ho rejoiced iu tho cordial re- 
lations that existed and would undoubt- 
edly continuo between tho two greatest 
nations of the earth. 

Sir M, P.. Hegbie, C. .1 , who was 
loudly cheered, proposed the health of 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the province; 
although, ho said, the office would have 
devolved upon a distinguished military 
commander had not that gentleman 
made a strategic movement to the roar. 
[Laughter.] He had the greatest pleasure 
in proposing the toast. Music: "A ieal 
Gld English Gentleman." 

His Honor responded in felicitous 
terms, expressing tho gratilkation it gave 
him to see the loyal fealing with which, 
in his official capacity, he was always re- 
ceived. He thought the advent of the 
time was appreciable when all tho colon- 
ies of Great Britain would bo united to 
the empire by a still closer boud [ap- 
plauiej. Speaking personally ho alluded 
to the character of the intercourse he 
hud held with tho people for five years as 
lieutenant governor, aud took thin op- 
portunity of thanking them for the plea- 
sant relations that had been maintained 
between the public aud himself, and ho 
felt convinced that at no time were the 
bonds of Dominion confederation 
stronger than at present [applause]. In 
common with all present he felt 
the pleasure that it gave him to be 
there that evening to do honor to their 
guest (applause), and he hoped that Mr. 
White anil his colleagues would have a 
long tertn of power. (Applause) 

The chairman next rose to proposo in 
eloquent words the health of the gueat of 
the evening — Hon. Thos. White — who had 
over been a friend to British Columbia, 
(Cheers.) The real confederation of 
Canada with British Columbia was con- 
summated on the 4'h .July, 188(1 — a day 
memorable alao in the annals of the 
United States. Many ordeals had been 
passed through during tha last 15 years, 
but now byegonos would be byegones; and 
he foretold that a greater raco of Britons 
would arise through Canadians than had 
yet flourished on the face of t'ne earth. | 
He hoped soon that Sir John Macdonald 
would be amongst thorn and he would feel ] 
proud and honored when it fell to his lot 
to take him by the hand. (Applause ) j 
Their guest had the previous evening 
given them a hiBtory of tho past; and he 
hoped that this evening ho would gite 
them a slight insight into the future, j 
(Laughter.) Ho had much pleasure in 
proposing the health of their honored j 
guest. 

Music: " For he's a jolly good follow." ! 
Three cheers were then given, and at 
their conclusion Hon. Mr. Whito, who was 
received with vociferous applause, said he 
could hardly find words to express the j 
kindness of the reception that had been j 
given him aiuoe coming to British Colum- 
bia. His visit bete was entirely a business ; 
one, mid in obedience to it determination to ' 
deal with tho people whoso affairs tended to 
brini' them prominently before him in his 
official capacity. [Applause.] In traveling j 
through the northwest be had become prac- j 
tieally acquainted with questions of a j 
little irritation between that territory and 
the Dominion, even as he hoped to do iu 
regard to this province, and thus remove j 
what little doubtful feeling which might 
exist between ths province and the Domin 
ion, | Applause, j He proposed going to 
New Westminster and having an interview 
with the squatters of the mainland 
hoping that tha result would 
be to give them confidence to believe that 
under the change they would find the 
saniii consideration which had character- 
ized the conduct of those to whom they 
had owed more direct allegiance. If he 
had only the power of foreseeing coming 
events [laughter] ho would havo the great 
est pleasure in taking them into his con- 
fidence, but, looking at tho past, ho ven- 
tured to think that the future had for 
them still greater prosperity. [Cheers.] 
With a community as with an individual, 
confidence in itself was a source of great 
power aud a realization of all its greatest 
expectations [applause], and it was this 
feeling with which the pooplo of tho Dn- 
minion should regard their laud. He al- 
luded to Nova Scotia in tho east and Prit- 
Colublbia in the woBt, both outlying pro- 
vinces of great capabilities — Quebec with 
its timber resources, and Ontario, whore 
civilized life possessed the fullest possi- 
bilities of enjoyment — all Integral parts of 
the great and prosperous Dominion. 
Much as he hdd heard of British Colum- 
bia hud not. approached the realisation 
of tl(e QOfttitjei and possibilities of 
tho province. His only regrot 
was that his public duties would 
shorten his stay. He had writ- 
ten Sir John Macdonald, hut the 
day before advising him to delay his 
journey woBt until tho hot season had 
passed, but to arrango when ho did otart 
to stop many weeks in British Columbia. 
jOhaeis.J Us urged that the proline 



act as a united people —not politically — 
but as recognizing the fact that tho good 
of one province was the good of all. He 
alluded to the depth of the channel be- 
tween Quebec and Montreal, whose in- 
oraase of depth was a criterion of the ad- 
vancement of the country; and even hers 
the drydock, once thought a work whoso 
completion was far in the future, was 
now not only nearly finished but there wan 
already a talk of still further length oning 
that work, (Cheers) He assured them 
he would carry back to Ottawa au appre- 
ciation of the country aud their kindness 
which nothing but a personal visit could 
have given him, and in return ho could 
only promise them to uso his utmost in- 
fluence to further the interests of the 
province in a spirit of whole heartodnoBs 
begotten of the good feeling that had been 
without exception shown tu him. ( Thun- 
ders of applause; iu the midst of which the 
refrain of "He's a jolly good fellow" was 
taken up and sung with a hearty good 
will.)

It is not necessary to wait for summer j 
nor for access to water, iu order to prau- 
tice casting. A housetop, a dooryard, or 
even the spacious floor of an old-fashion- 
ed barn, otters just as (»ood a chance for 
practice as a lake or river. Fly-Casting is 
a very simple movement and not a flour- 
ish. The elbow is kept down at the side, 
the forearm moving only a little, and 
most of the work is done by tho wtisf. 
Holding the rod by the "grip," the part 
of the butt wound with silk or rattan to 
assist the grasp, one finds that the reel, 
which is just below the "grip," aids in 
balancing the rod. The reel is under- 
neath in caBtiu<{. After hooking a 
fish many anglers turn their rods 
so as to bring the reel to the upper tide, 
thus letting the strain of the line oome 
upon the rod itself instead of upon the 
rings. In holding the "grip" tho thumb 
Bliould be extended straight along the rod, 
as this gives au additional "purchase'"' 
For Ihe first cast, take the end of the line 
in the left hand, and bring the rod up- 
ward aud backward until the line is taut. 
As you release the line, the spring of the 
rod carries the line backward: This is 
the back cast. Then aomes an instant's 
pause, while the line straightens itself out 
behind, and then, with a firm motion of 
the wrist, helped a little by the forearm, 
the rod is thrown forward, and the line 
flies easily out in front. Begin with a

A l>AY OF MKI.ODY. 
Patti enthralls Two London Audiences. 

ft. Y. Herald. 

London, June 23.— Music wan the 
great ?eature of thiH fashionable Jay. 
All May-fair not at the races with the 
Prince- of Wales were at Patti'a con- 
cert or at thn royal concert at Buck- 
ingham Palace. Consequently Hyde 
Park presented a wonderfully gay and 
moving scene even for a Wednesday in 
the height of the ae.ison. On one tide of 
the. park the second meet of the Pour-in 
Hand club attracted thousands of fuah- 
ionable loungers, on the othor side, the 
"reater attraction choked all the aven- 
ues leading te the Albert hall, where 
Mmo. Adelina Patti, as she is still cull- 
ed on the bills, made her first appear- 
ance in public since her marriage. 

To Americans the concert had a 
double interest, for side by side with 
the diva was to sing a young New 
York favorite, Miss Emily Winant, 
whose rich, pure contralto has charmed 
many scoffers into Ohapin's church and 
aided to (ill Stein way hall. It is a se- 
vere ordeal to any singer to stand up 
in tho vast hall, which, with the gilded 
monument over the way, perpetuates 
the memory of Albert the Good. But 
Miss Winant, dressed in simple white, 
was equal to the occasion. The organ 
tones of her voice sounded full and 
sweet through the hall in the old fash- 
shioned recitative "Awake, Saturnia," 
and the aria, "Hence, Iris, hence 
away," from Handel l's "Heniele," and 
had not attention been distracted by 
the expectation of Patti, who was to 
follow, she would have had even hearti- 
er applause than she got— from a 
characteristically languid London au- 
dience. Later in the concert she did 
even better with an air from Weber's 
"Abu Hassan," "() Fatiraa etereo 
dono." 

Ton thousand pairs of gloved hands 
tapped admiringly as Patti— dressed 
in a rich white satin brocade with 
short sleeves, and a long white satin 
train— stepped on the platform with 
Louis Engei, whom Now York long 
ago knew. In one hand she carried a 
largo bouquet of white flowers, fresh 
that morning from the fair conserva- 
tory of CJraigy Nos. Her honeymoon 
has agreed with her, to judge from thu 
radiant look on her face to-day. With 
a blush and a how she stepped to the 
side of Mr. Ousin, t he conductor's desk, 
and sang, "Bel Raggio," from "Semira 
inide," the aria which has contributed 
echoes to tho Fourteenth street 
academy. Then Trebelli followed in 
CHuck's aria, "Vioni che poi sereno," 
and, being encored, dared tho fates by 
giving "Habanera," which Marie Roze 
is almost nightly singing in "Oarnien" 
at Druyr Lane. 

Presently Mine. Patti returned, this 
tiule to take part in the "Miserere'' 
with Sims Beeves, whose tenor, though 
worn, hau still much of its old strong 
sweetness. Again the daintily gloved 
hands applauded. Vet this was nothing 
to the enthusiasm which broke out. 
when the diva, with all the grace of 
girlhood tripped back— after the over- 
lure in the "Tannhauser" by the mam- 
moth orchestra — to sing a little ballad, 
"Darling, oh, My Darling," accompani- 
ed by the composer, Louis Hngel, the 
words being by Edward Oxenford. 
There is not much in the verses, per- 
haps, or the melody— as many musical 
professors might say — but both seemed 
to find a homo in the hearts of the 
mashers, and a thousand eyes seemed 
to sparkle "Yes" at the lines, "Do you 
olden days remember, do you ever 
think of me?" Patti then gained breath 
while Emily Winant gave an air from 
"Abu Hassan." Sims Reevos was to 
have allowed the diva further rest 
whilo he should warble Longfellow's 
"Requital," but bis habit of disappoint- 
ing his auditors proved too strong and 
he did not appear. The circumstances 
were immediately forgotten in a valse 
from Gounod's "Romeo and Juliet," 
which Patti rendered with such feeling 
as to fairly arouse the enthusiasm 
from oven the denizens of sleepy Cur- 
/.on street. Encored, she completed her 
success with a simple Scotch ballad, 
"I Cannot, Winnot." No royalties were 
present, but not a few monarcbs and 
queens of the fashionable realms were 
there. There wore no toilets to report, 
us mourning is in vogue for the hap- 
less suicide of Bavaria Doubtless 
many delegations of time killers then 
drove away to early dinner and the 
atato concert. 

Mine. Putti and Mine. Trebelli, with 
Mine. Albani and Mr. Hantley as rein- 
forcements, appeared ut Buckingham 
palace at eleven p. m., not at all 
fatigued by their afternoon's profes- 
sional labors. At the same hour the 
Princo of Wales appeared, not at all 
daunted by the loss of his favorite filly 
in the. afternoon, As I write he tu^l 
the princess, with a full suite, were be- 
ing escorted from Marlborough house 
to tho garden entrance of the palace by 
detachments of tho Household cavalry. 
Meanwhile at the principal park en- 
trance the policeman and street spec- 
tators were having the customary 
"spats and tiffs." As the carriages, at 
least a thousand iu number, tediously 
drove up in line, the usual public curi 
osity to closely look into tho carriage 
windows at the toilettes was not grati- 
fied, becaune all the occupants were in 
sombre colors. In the palace quadrangle 
was a guard of honor of the Scots 
Guarda, wtiilo a bodyguard of yeomen 
wero doing duty in the interior of the 
palaco. These, with their bright uni- 
forms, holped to light up the scene-- 
but each wore crepu on the left arm 
for a moBt un military king. Minister 
Phelps and Mrs. Phelps— and soon 
after them his predecessor, Mr. Lowell 
—came early to join the diplomatic 
circle; Mrs. Phelps wearing violet col- 
ors, in deference to etiquette. 

After Trebelli had made melodious 
for the opening Wagnerian overture by 
rendering a t garotte from "Mlgnon," 
she and Putti stirred to some life tho 
■tiffneHH of the occasion, the concort 
Occurring in the large salon, with a 



duetto, "Giornod Orrore (as it doubt- 
les proved to musical dowagers), from 
"Semiramide." Lizst, who far from dy- 
ing, was complimented by the chorus of 
tho reapers from bis "Prometheus." 
The orchestra and the chorus consisted 
of 100 performers, from her majesty's 
private band, assisted by members se- 
lected from the principal orchestral 
choral societies of London, Patti sang 
"Queata Anima" delciously, ' which on- 
ly on Wednesday evening was given 
with great approval at Oovent Garden. 
The role of Linda by the new Ameri- 
can favorite, Ella Russell, and finally 
Patti's rich voice, aided by all the sing- 
ers, including Albani, who had grati- 
fied every one by her "Caro None" 
from "Rigoletto", joined in "God Save 
the Queen," who about that time was 
on the flying Scotchman train bound 
for the approaching cabinet council in 
harmonious keeping with the disso- 
lution. 

The royal ladies exercised their ver- 
satilities of millinery notwithstanding 
the court mourning. For instance, the 
Princess of Wales wore a black otto- 
man silk and tulle richly trimmed 
with jet embroider/ and corsage to cor- 
respond. The Princes Louise of Wales 
wore a black satin marveilleux and 
tulle corsage of black satin marveilleux, 
trimmed with tulle and a jet spar jupn 
entirely of black satin tulle over a 
faille 4 in draperies and plisses edged 
with satin marveilleux.
